SHOULD AMERICAN TROOPS 
BE IN VIET NAM?

Due to their participation in 
the Vietnamese war, the Americ¬ 
ans have been regarded by some 
countries as an aggressive and 
meddling nation. However, if we 
contemplate the reasons for their 
participation in this war, we find 
that they are indeed justified in 
doing so. To begin with President 
Johnson pledged his nation's help 
to South Viet Nam in the event 
that they needed it. As the com¬ 
munists advanced of food, medic¬ 
al supplies, and ammunition, re¬ 
fuse tp help a desperate, flound¬ 
ering country? The United States 
could not desert South Viet Nam 
after guaranteeing aid. This aid 
in manpower and supplies has 
helped to slow down communist 
advances. Increased American ef¬ 
fort has lowered the moral of the 
Viet Cong in the north and made

take over any country they like. 
For this help the Americans 
should be praised, not criticized, 
because slowing down communist 
advances in any part of the 
world is beneficial to all the 
people of the world. 

However, there are other sides 
to this question. What about all 
the suffering and maimed people 
who are innocent and haven't 
done any harm. Because of these 
poverty-stricken and starving 
people, many feel it would be 
better for the Americans to stop 
fighting in this war and let the 
Vietnamese settle their own af¬ 
fairs according to the 1954 
Geneva Convention. Even some 
South Vietnamese, whom the 
Americans are trying to help, 
wish they were not in Viet Nam. 
Their people were not suffering 
and fighting among themselves 
until the Americans began bomb¬ 
ing. 

In addition to this, if bombing 
by the United States were 


stopped, better relationships be¬ 
tween countries and is beginn¬ 
ing to result in a threat to world 
peace. 

It is even thought by -scien¬ 
tists that these bombing raids 
should be stopped and peace 
established. The chemical wea¬ 
pons used cause long - range 
hazards and are effective years 
later. 

The cost of this war to the 
American nation must also be 
considered. Many people feel 
that too much money is being 
spent on a hopeless cause since 
neither the Americans nor the 
communists will succumb to the 
other's wishes. 

Both the United States and 
North Viet Nam will preserve 
until something results to end 
this war. If North Viet Nam 
yields, it will be humiliating for 
them and will mean the loss of 
another state. The communists 
feel that if a country will not re¬ 
vert to communist rule, it must 
be taken by force, and they will 
keep trying. If the United States 
stops bombing and lets the Viet¬ 
namese settle their own affairs, 
South Viet Nam will probably be 
taken over by communism. After 
this, they would find it quite 
easy to convert the sorrounding 
region to communism. In this 
way, little by little, they' would 
hope to control the entire world. 

President Johnson is deter¬ 
mined not to withdraw his troops 
until the North Vietnamese have 
withdrawn their forces. In this 
cruel, savage war both are un¬ 
yielding and neither will give in. 
Perhaps the only way to nego¬ 
tiate a peace settlement is for 
the United States to stop bomb¬ 
ing. Whatever the decision made, 
everyone feels that justice and 
peace must be brought to the 
people of Viet Nam. 

SHOULD THE AMERICAN 

TROOPS BE IN VIET NAM?

Nearly everyone from the 
youngest school children to the 
oldest grannies in rocking chairs 
is familiar with the term Viet 
Nam. The meaning varies with 
the age level, but to everyone 
it signifies war, a war which is 
perhaps the most controversial to 
be fought.

And they 
are doing it for many ungreatful 
people. 

On television recently, a meet¬ 
ing of these "ban-the-bomb" 
maniacs was broadcast.

They wer e so busy or- 
ganizirtg riots that they had no 
time to find out what was really 
happening. They wanted the A- 
merican troops withdrawn from 
Viet Nam. Their reason? The 
poor Vietnamese were suffering 
abominably! Besides, they might 
get drafted! What a pity! Such 
is the price of war and freedom. 

In reality, these citizens never 
had it so good. What with Ame¬ 
rican food, medical supplies, etc., 
they are living like kings, accord¬ 
ing to their standards.

Or, as in 
the case of President Kennedy 
and Fidel Castro, they might just 
shy back because one nation is 
as powerful as the other.

The war in Viet Nam will pro¬ 
bably be going on for a long 
time, but, if the American troops 
are withdrawn from that country, 
it will end a lot sooner, with the 
communists, victorious. We can, 
and must not let it happen!

As on e of the observances of 
centennial year the Department 
of National Defence is publishing 
a 270-page history, The Armed 
Forces of Canada, 1867-1967,; 
which be available late this | 
spring. 

For the first time, the story , 
of Canada's Navy, Army and Air 
force from the year of Confedera¬ 
tion to the present day is told 
in a single book, designed to 
appeal to a wide readership. Edit¬ 
ed by Lt.-Col. D. J. Goodspeed, 
senior historian of the Canadian 
Forces directorate of history at. 
Ottawa, the new book contains 
250 photographs, including 35 in 
color some of which are repro¬ 
ductions of paintings in the Na¬ 
tional Gallery of Canada. 

As an introduction ,the mili¬ 
tary history of Canada is out¬ 


lined from its earliest beginnings 
■— armed encounters with the 
Iroquois, the Anglo - French 
struggle for North America, the 
defence of Quebec in the Amer¬ 
ican War of Independence, the 
War of 1812 and the Fenian 
Raids. 

Most of the book deals with 
the period after Confederation — 
with the two Red River Expedi- 
. icns ,the Nile Voyageurs, the 
South African War, the First and 
Second World Wars and the 
Korean War, as well as the chan¬ 
ging scene during the periods of 
peace. Separate chapters are de¬ 
voted to the development of the 
Canadian Armed Forces in the 
nuclear era that has prevailed 
since 1945, and to Canada's part 
in peace-keeping operations a- 
iound the world.

ARMY RECRUITING 

Armed Forces recruiting during 
March totalled 1,687, an increase 
of 760 over the same month in 
1966. 

For the three-month period of 
January, February, March, 1967, 
recruiting totalled 3,883 or an 
increase of 1,337 over the same 
period in 1966. 

Breakdown by services shows 
enrolment in March for the Royal 
Canadian Navy, 292 (an increase 
of 121 over March 1966); Ca¬ 
nadian Army, 557 (increase of 
60); Royal Canadian Air Force, 
838 (increase of 579). 

Strength of the forces as of 
March 31 was 105,584 made up 
of RCN, 18,373; Army, 42,431 
and RCAF, 44,780. Forces 
strength at the end of February 
was 104,972, comprised of 
18,236 in the Navy; 42,429 in 
the Aramy, and 44,307 in the 
Air Force.

OPERATION "HAY LIFT" 

A Canadian Army helicopter 
became a mobile feed bin for 
over 50,000 cattle stranded with, 
out feed in the worst blizzard to 
hit southern Alberta in many 
years. 

A CH-1 I3A Voyageur helicop¬ 
ter from the Transport Helicopter 
Platoon based at Canadian Forces 
Base Edmonton was sent to the 
Claresholm area in a response to 
a request for aid from the Emer¬ 
gency Measures Organization. 

Shoulder deep snow held the 
cattle trapped in the open fields 
where many newborn calves died 
under the wet heavy snow. 

Ranchers were unable to leave 
their homes to get feed to the 
cattle because of the huge snow 
drifts left in the wake of a record 
snowfall of over 63 inches for 
the month of April. 

The first Army helicopter in to 
the Willowcreek area was piloted 
by Captain M. C. Maclsaac and 
Capt. G. C. Walker with Staff 
Sergeant F. G. Nash, crewman, 
handling the loading with the 
assistace of ranchers. RCMP of¬ 
ficers civilian volunteers. When 
he wasn't filing stories, a mem¬ 
ber of one of the news wire ser¬ 
vices also helped load bales of 
hay. 

In five days( Capt. Maclsaac 
and his crew airlifted 104 tons 
of hay to over 50,000 head of 
cattle spread over 1,181,500 
acres on 50 ranches in the Wil¬ 
lowcreek area. 

Another helicopter from the 
CFB Edmonton based platoon 
joined the operation on the 3rd 
and 4th of May. Captain Leach 
and Binney with crewman Sgt. 
Flug hauled 47 tons of hay dur¬ 
ing that two-day period. 

Members of the 18th Field Re¬ 
giment RCA (Militia) were busy 
in the town of Lethbridge work¬ 
ing in any capacity that would 
be of help to the citizens. Sol¬ 
diers went from door to door 
checking to see if residents re¬ 
quired any assistance and obtain¬ 


ing groceries for those who were 
unable to leave their homes. 

Communications pers o n n e I 
from the Headquarters, 1 Signal 
Squadron, Calgary, were stationed 
in the area to pass directions to 
the helicopters. Major James 
Taylor of Calgary directed opera¬ 
tions during the airlift working in 
co-operation with the Emergency 
Measures Organization. 

In addition to the Canadian 
Army helicopters. United States 
Air Force, Alberta Government 
and civilian whirlybirds served as 
ambulances, feed wagons and mo¬ 
bile shoppers for the storm- 
battered area. 

More snow flooding conditions 
in th e surrounding area created 
the need for a second airlift and 
on the 11th, 12th and 13th of 
May, two Army helicopters were 
busy in the Lethbridge area. 

As a memento of their ser¬ 
vices to the Claresholm area, the 
men of the firsa helicopter into 
the area and the one which 
lifted the most feed to the cattle, 
received a gilded ha ybale hook 
from Mr. J. T. Slemok, co-ordi- 
ator for the Wilowcreek Emer¬ 
gency Measures Organization. 

As Mr. Slemko stated in his 
letter, the memento was to ex¬ 
press in a small way the appreci¬ 
ation felt by all for a job well 
done.

To Show Rare War Art 

A collection of Canadian war 
art, much of which' has not been 
exhibited in Canada since the 
1920s, will go on display in 
Ottawa's Centennial Centre dui- 
ing National Veterans Week, 
June 11 to 17. 

The theme of the exhibition, 
selected by the National Gallerry 
of Canada's curator of war collec¬ 
tions, R.F. Woodhouse, will be 
"Fifty Years from Vimy", and 
will feature the 10 by 20 foot 
"Taking of Vimy Ridge" by 
English artist Richard Jack. 

Other artists represented in the 
cillection will incude I n g I i s 
Sheldpn-Williams (1870 . 1940); 
Sir David Cameron (1865-1945); 
C.R. Nevinson (1889 - 1946); 
Eric Kennington (1888 - I960); 
and Maurice Cullen (1866-1934).

This centennial project of the 
defence departments is published 
by the Queen's Printer, Ottawa, 
and goes on sale for $6 a copy 
early this summer. 

Members of the directorate of 
history at forces headquarters 
wrote the text with Lt.-Col. D.J. 
Goodspeed, senior historian, as 
editor. 

The book traces the origins 
and development of the Canadian 
armed forces during the past 100 
years, and separate chapters cover 
the rapidly-changing nuclear age 
after 1945, and Canada's peace¬ 
keeping operations around the 
world . 

The 270 pages are illustrated 
with about 250 phtotos, 35 of 
them in colour and some useful 
maps. 

Gen. J.V. Allard, chief of de¬ 
fence staff, introducing the book 
to servicemen, said in part; 

"Although Canadians have 
never been a militaristic people, 
the record of the nation's fight¬ 
ing services has been a disting¬ 
uished one, and the impact that. 
Canada has made on the rest °f 
the world has in very large part 
been mde by her soldiers, sailors 
and airmen, both in peace and in 
war". 

It is the first time in history 
there's been a history of Canada's 
three services told in the one 
volume.

Military teams marched a 
15%-mile course (25 kilometers) 
which winds over cobblestone 
roads, bicycle and canal paths 
and though steets. These teams 
are observed by judges at con¬ 
cealed points along the route and 
each team was judged on their 
marching ability, bearing and 
discipline.

Just Who DID Take 
The Queen's Shilling 

A century ago, there was no 
regular Canadian army, but two 
types of militia existed for the 
protection of the country. 

The Secondary Militia encom¬ 
passed practically all men be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 60. 
This force was mustered annually 
and was unpaid. 

The Volunteer Militia was act¬ 
ive, composed of corps raised by 
voluntary enlistment. It was the 
forerunner of the present militia, 
or reserve army. 

In Ontario and Quebec there 
were 596 companies with a 
normal strength of 33,754 men. 
Fifty-one units were artillery. 

They weren't paid unless call¬ 
ed out as they were for example, 
at the time of the Fenian Raids 
of 1866 and 1870 . 

A century ago Canada was 
garrisoned by British regulars. 
Today the Canadian Army (Re¬ 
gular numbers 42,431 and the 
militia about 50,000. Total 
strength of the Canadian regular 
armed forces was 105,584 on 
March 31, 1967.
